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HE .MERGATOR had laid down a Pro- 

: pofition which, as, he believes, is made fo 

apparent, that nothing can be clearer, (viz.) 

That as upon laying on the high Duties in 

Prance orrthe Goods of-the Growth and Manufadure 

of England, the Demand for thofe Goods Decreafed, 

and the Exportation of them fubk; fo upon taking off 

thofe high Duties again, and reducing the Terms of 

Tradg to what they were before, (viz.) at the Year 

1664, the Demand and Exportation will accordingly 
Encreafe. 

This the MERCATOR thinks is an Effectual 
proving swhat was advanced at firft, (viz.) Ti. f the 

realy of Commerce takes place,and is made Effeftual , our 
Exportations Pe be more than they were before, 

One would think,Cavil it felf would be put to Si- 
lence in a Truth & pungent as this, nor indeed can 
any thing be modeftly offered againft ir.~ But the Op- 
pofers of thefe things are of the Number of thofe,who 
will not be Silenced,when they are Convinced. 

The only thing offered againft it is a Prefumption, 
that the French cin make our Manufactures as well as 
we do, and have no want of ours. 

This, if Demonftration it felf could Convince Men, 
is contradicted every Day by the Entries made at the 
Cuflom-houfe of Englifh Manufactures, as well Woollen 
as others, fent to France NOW, even NOW I fay, 
while the Duties in France are from 50 to 70 per Cenr. 
upon their Value : And what is fill more aftonifhing is, 
@hat fome of thefe Goods are Exported ‘by thofe very 
People,who aflift in the Clamours againft the Trade. 

The MERCATOR has for this End, given an 
Accourit in every Péper of the Goods Entred for France, 
that the Injur’d.Peopleof England may fee formshem- 
felves,what the Trade for France’now is, and may judge 
thereby, what it would be if the Treaty were made Effec- 
tual, and that they may judge whether it is likely, that 
the French can be fuch Mafters of our Manufactures, 
when they will buy of us, and pay 50 to 70 per Cent.

Much more, when the 
whole World Envies this Ifland becaufe it is falfe ; and 
thereby acknowledge, that the Englifh Manufacture is 
fuperior to ail the World both in Goodnefs and Cheap- 
nefs: = de ulpieeteagagneitapnnty 
The MERCATOR is not partial in this to his 
own Country, the Teftimony is Univerfal, it isacknow- 
ledged in all the Markets in Chriftendom, and this fhall 
als for an unanfwerable Evidence againft thefeSlanderers 
of their Country; If the French make our Manufaétures 
Cheaper and as Good as we do, why have we any Mar- 
ket at all abroad? Why-do j1ot theirs fell, and ours lie 
on Hand ? 

Take the Turky Trade in pafti¢ular: It is well known,

But above all, if the. Englifh Goods weré not better 
than the French, and cheaper-in proportion to that 
Goodnefs, how comes it to Rats that the French Goods 
lie on hand when the Englith fell, and that the French 
cannot fell a Piece of Cloth, till the Englifh are all fold 
and gone, as is often the Cafe, and for the Truth of 
whichthe MERCATOR appeals to the Turky Mer- 
chants, nay even to the French Turkey Merchants 
themfelves ?

Would he not 
fay, Sir, that fuch a Paper may be Printed in my Coun- 
try 1 will not difpute; but if you pleafe to come into 
my Warehoufe, Pll convince you, that the Fact is not 
true, by fhewing you fuch Englifh’Cloth,as no French 
Me can.mateh... How will the Mahometan ftroak 
his Beard, and curfe the very Natjon of Chriftians,that 
can produce fich unnatural treacherous People, who 
will not only under-rate their own Country, but falfly 
advance the Rate of their Enemies, to carry on private 


Enmities and Rarer Ses 
Did ever any Man think thefe Men would have gone 


this Length, and rather venture injuring the Reputati- 
on of their Country, and the Credit of our Trade in 
Foreign Parts, than not have fomething to fay ? 

But to go farther, If the Englifh Faéfor fhould after 
this fhew the Turk our Cuftom-houfe Bills of Entry, 
where it would appear,that the French are fo far from 
making their Cloth fo good as ours, and fupplying the 
Markets in Turkey with it, that they can’c fupply 
themfelves; that their Gentlemen will not wear their 
own Cloth,if they can get ours; and that they are fo 
eager to have it now, before the high Duties are taken 
oft that they will pay 120 Livres a Piece Duty fox ir, 
which is fix Shillings an Ell, rather than be without it ; 
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What then would the Turks fay? Would he not fwea 
by Mahomer, and the Head of his Grandfather, thar 

no Turk in Europe or Afia would be guilty of fucha 

thing? and that the Authors aforefaidywho had Printed, 
that the French made Clotii cheaper than the Englith, 

deferved to ke accounted Betrayers and Slanderers of 
their Cotntry, aad People, who to gratify their private 

Paffions, would endeavour, as far as they were able, 

to ruin and defirey their own Trade? 

There is one poor pitiful Shift to come off of this 
by, which it is expefted, that thefe People will hang 
upon,as long as they can make it pafs; ( viz.) Thar 
they do not fay the Prenich’tan make their Goods bet- 
ter} but that they fell cheaper than the Englith, and the 
cheapeft Goods will always carry away the Trade. 

Burt let fuch cavilling People know, that Cheapnefs 
or Dearnefs in Goods are Terms of Trade which do nor 
refpect the Rate of the Goods at all, but the Goodnefs 
es Value of the Goods. Silver is of a lower Price 
than Gold, and Lead than Silver, but the Gold may be 
cheaper of the Price than the Silver, and the Silver 
than the Lead. If a Piece of French Cloth is fold at 
Scandaroon for a hundred Dollars, and a Piece of Eng- 
lifh for a hundred and ten Dollars, if the Englith Cloth 
is twenty Dollars better than the French, the Englifh 
Cloth is fold. cheapeft. 

As for other Nations making Cloth, and caraying it 
to Turkey, as both the Dutch and French have always 
done, we cannot pretend to hinder that; but as long 


‘as it is true,that none of their Cloth can come up to 


the Goodnefs, or fell for the Price of the Englith, 
which ever was and will be the Cafe, we fhall be as 
we now are, the Top of the Market; and the other 
Nations do no more than Paintersywho make Copies 
of a Piciure, which, tho they may cheat the World 
with, and {ell a pretty many of, yet they never come 
up.to the Price, or hinder the Sale, of the Original. .- 

The next MERCATOR fhall give fome Account 
of the Goods juft now fent out by our Turkey Mer- 
chants, that any one may judge, whether the French are 
able to hurt us in our Turkey Trade.
